mes; and are fo far from 
permitting usto perſecute 
thoſe who hate 'us, that 
they forbid us to hate thoſe 
who perſecute us: I hey re- 
quire 
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quire us to be merciful, as 
our Father which is in Hea- 
ven is merciful ; to be kind 
and tender-hearted, forbear- 
ing one another; if any man 
have a quarrel againſt any, 
even as God for Chriſts ſake 
hath forgiven ws 3 and fo 
put on as the EleG of God, 
bowels of mercy, meekneſs 
and long ſuffering; and to 
follow peace with all men,and 
to ſhew all meekneſs to all 
2en, To all which Pre- 
cepts nothing can be more 
oppoſite, than inhumane 
Cruelties and Perfecutions, 
Chriſts great bufineſs was

He could if he had pleaſed, 
by his miraculous Power

Inquiſition to torture and 
puniſh them for their de- 
tection from the Faith ; on- 
ly ſays, Will-ze alſo go away? 

And in Imitation of this 
bleſſed Pattern, the Chri- 
ſtian Church continued to 
ſpeak and act for ſeveral A- 
ges. And this was the Lan-[

And indeed if Hereticks 
and Schiſmaticks from the 
holy Catholick Church 
were to be perſecuted, the 
Samaritans, who were both 
Hereticks and Schiſmaticks, 
and had affronted our Sa- 
viour himſelf in his own 


Perſon, the honour of God, 
and of that Religion which 


he had ſet up,in the World, 
ought certainly to be pu- 
niſfied; ſo that if ever it 
were warrantableto put on 
this fierce and furious Zeal, 
here waz acaſe that ſeemed 


to requireit; but. even m 
theſe 
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theſe Circumſtances, Jeſus 


Chriſt thinks fit to rebuke 


and diſcountenance this 
ſpirit, Te know not what 
manner. of ſpirit ye are of. 
And he gives ſuch aRea- 
ſon, as ought in all diffe- 
rences of Religion, how 
wide ſoever they be; tode- 
ter men from this temper, 
For, ſaith he, The Sor of 


 mran 7s not come to deſtroy 
mens lives. but to ſave them; 
that 1s, this ſpirit 1s utterly 
1nconliftent with the great 


deſign of Chriſtian Religt- 
on, and the end of Chriſts 
cominganto the World. 

_ - What then hath the 
Church of Rome, or any 
other whatſoever, to plead. 
tor her Perfecution to men 
| or 
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for the, caufe of Religion, 
which Fares and FJohr 
might not much better 
have pleaded for themſelves 
m their Caſe againſt the 
Samaritans? Does ſhe pra- 
ile theſe ſeverities out of 
a-Zeal for truth,and for the 
honour of God,and Chriſt, 
and the true Religion'? 
Upon theſe very accounts 
It WAS, that James and Tohn 
would have called for fire 
from Heaven to have de- 
ſ{troyed the Samaritans. Is 
the Church of Roxze,or any 
other whatſoever perſwa- 
ded, that thoſe whom {he 
perfecutes are Hereticks 
and Schiſmaticks, and that 
no Puniſhment can be too 
great-for fuch nas” ?

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So Jane and Johz. were 
perſwaded of.the Samari- 
tazs, and upon much bet- 
ter grounds: For they had 
ſome Excuſe in their Caſe, 
which the Church of Roxze 
hath not 3 and that was ig- 
norance:And this Apologte 
JeſusChriſt makes for them, 
laying, Je know mot what 
manner of ſpirit ye are of.But 
in the Church of Roxe, or 
in any other Chriſtian 
Church whatſoever, what- 
ever the Caſe of particular 
Perſons may be, as to the 
whole Church, and the go- 
verning part of it, this "8: 
norance is wilful and afte- 
© &ed.and therefore inexcu- 
ſable. For the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, which they profeſs 
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toembrace, doth asplainly 
teach the contrary, as it 
doth any other - matter 
whatſoever : And it 1s not 
more evident in the New 
Teſtament;thatChriſt dyed 
for ſinners, than that Chri- 
{tians ſhould not perlſecute 
and deſtroy one another 
for the miſ-belief of anyAr- 
ticle of revealed Religion 3 
much leſs for the diſ-beliet 
of fuchArticlesas areinven- 
ted by men,or are impoſed 
as only Ceremonies. 

Thoſe whom we call He- 
reticks and Schiſmaticks, 
ſaith Salviaz, do not think 
they areſo. They are Here- 
ticks andSchiſmaticks in our * 
Opinion,but in theirown they 
are not ; For they thinkthey 
are 
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are Catholicks, in as 1nch us. 
they call is - Heretichs > 
1 therefore what they are #0 7, 


we are to then." Heretiei 
ſunt, ſed non'ſcientes-apud 
2205 ſunt heretivi, apnd ſe non 
Sant gram intantum'ſe Catho- 
licos efſe judicant, ut #05 ip- 
Jos titulo heretivepravitatis 
Hifapent.
